Pres.  Wilkinson  warned  “The 
welfare  state  is  fast  depriving  you 
and  me  of  our  free  agency  and  un- 
less arrested  will  ultimately  spell 
the  doom  of  our  Republic.”

i ment  anyway.” 

Pres.  Wilkinson  concluded,  “May 
God  grant  that  we  will  have  the 
I intelligence,  the  foresight  and  the 
' courage  to  reverse  the  welfare 
trend  in  our  country  so  that  we  can 
; still  call  this  the  land  of  the  free 
and  the  home  of  the  brave.”

THE  CHILDREN  seemed  to  have 
the  most  fun. 

Besides  tribal  dances,  exhibits 
and  demonstrations  were  displayed 
in  the  Wilkinson  Center  lounge 
area. 

THE  WEEK  of  Indian  activity 
was  highlighted  by  an  Indian 
Speech  contest  which  was  won  by 
Douglas  Philbrick.  a Souk  from 
Crow  Creek,  S.  D.  He  spoke  at 
Tuesday’s  Devotional  assembly. 

He  said,  “People  say  all  the  In- 
dian needs  is  education,  industry, 
employment  and  better  homes,  but 
he  needs  more.  He  needs  a clear 
mind  which  can  only  be  brought 
about  by  clean  living.  Only  then 
can  he  hear  that  inner  voice— the 
voice  of  our  Father  in  Heaven. 

“THE  DAY  of  the  Indian  people 
is  at  hand.  Its  people  are  awaken- 
ing to  the  right  way  of  living.  The 
leaders  and  young  people  are  start- 
ing movements  to  help  their  fellow 
Indians,”  Philbrick  said. 

He  continued  by  saying  that  the 
government  and  the  Church  can 
help  the  Indian  to  gain  more  pride 
in  each  other. 

HE  EXPRESSED  a desire  that 
we  “make  BYU  not  only  the  leading 
Indian  university  but  a center  dedi- 
cated to  the  wishes  of  the  pro- 
phets.”

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BYU's  Intersections  Need  Help 


BYU  has  a problem.  It  occurs  at  least 
three  times  a day  and  in  at  least  two  dif- 
ferent locations.  Amonj?  other  things,  it 
can  be  called  one  of  the  woi*st  traffic  situ- 
ations in  Provo,  or  anywhere  else  for  that 
matter. 

At  eight  o’clock,  noon,  and  five  o’clock 
every  day  the  intersections  at  the  north 
end  of  campus  near  the  Alumni  House,  and 
the  south  end  of  campus  near*  the  Healtii 
Center,  are  a confusing  maze  of  concrete, 
cars,  and  a Security  officer  or  two. 

Getting  onto  the  campus  through  these 
intersections  is  bad,  but  not  half  as  bad  as 
the  problem  of  getting  off!  Consider  the 
Alumni  House  intersection : Drivers  who  ar- 
rive there  from  the  parking  lots  west  of  the 
Jesse  Knight  and  Smoot  buildings  find 
themselves  guided  by  concrete  medians  into 
an  easterly  direction  on  the  i>ei-ipheral  road 
going  around  the  campus. 

If  they  want  to  go  west  and  get  off 
the  campus,  they  must  make  a hairpin  turn 
around  the  concrete  median.  And  at  eight, 
noon, ^ and  five  o’clock,  this  westward  turn- 
ing Ifne  has  an  inteiminable  wait  as  cars 
in  the  tlirough  lanes  wait  to  get  through  the 
intersection  themselves. 

Some  students  have  come  up  with  their 
own  solution,  albeit  slightly  illegal.  They 


merely  get  in  the  right  lane,  go  around  the 
waiting  line,  go  east  on  the  road  going  a- 
round  campu.s,  get  clear  of  the  whole  mess, 
and  make  a U-turn. 

At  the  other  end  of  campus,  the  prob- 
lem is  just  as  severe.  The  number  of  cars, 
combined  with  the  concrete  maze,  makes 
getting  through  the  intersection  an  ordeal 
lasting  neai’ly  five  minutes  per  driver.  If 
the  intei'section  could  be  cleaned  up  and 
streamlined,  traffic  could  flow  much  more 
smoothly. 

A solution  would  be  to  get  rid  of  all 
that  concrete  and  make  simple  intersections 
with  roads  crossing  at  right  angles,  or  as 
near  to  right  angles  as  possibleTPerhaps  ap- 
propriate lanes  for  left  turns,  through  traf- 
fic, and  right  turns  could  be  added,  and 
possibly  a stop  light . 

The  traffic  tie-up  at  these  intersections 
usually  lasts  no  more  than  15  minutes,  but 
it  lead^  to  short  tempers  and  much  chance- 
taking on  the  part  of  drivers.  A serious  ac- 
cident could  result,  especially  as  a drivei’  at- 
tempts a hairpin  turn  around  the  Alumni 
House  intersection.  It  seems  much  wiser 
to  straighten  out  these  intersections  than 
to  continue  with  the  present  dangerous 
situation.

Has  Science  Been  A

The  Academic  Emphasis  Com- 
mittee has  wisely  chosen  as  this 
year’s  topic  for  discussion'  Mor- 
ality and  Progress.” 

What  about  morality  in  the  sci- 
entific age?  Has  the  scientific  age 
with  its  abun- 
dance of  tech- 
nolo  g i c a 1 in- 
sights and  ma- 
terial production 
been  a blessing? 
Can  we  main- 
tain morality  in 
the  midst  of 
plenty?  Do  men 
kel  that  they 
need  God  to- 
day? How  can 
the  Book  of  Mor- 
mon help  us  to 
maintain  mor- 
ality? 

THE  BOOK  OF  Mormon  em- 
phatically announces  that  the  first 
principle  of  the  Gospel  is  faith  in 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  It  also 
warns  men  what  will  happen  to 
their  spiritual  insight  and  their 

morality  if  they  place  ther  faith 

n other  gods.  Helaman  12:2  is 
significant  as  it  warns  us  of  the 
dangers  that  come  throu^  a life 
of  ease  and  prceperity.  People 
who  indulge  in  such  a life  too 
often  “forget  the  Lord  their  God, 
and  do  trample  under  their  feet 
the  Holy  One.  . . ” 

In  2 Nephi  9:28-30  is  recorded  a 
universal  message  for  all  ages. 
It  seems  very  pointed  for  our 
time.  “Wo  unto  the  rich,  who . . . 
despise  the  poor  . . . persecute  the 
meek.”  etc.  Its  stirring  appeal  is 
that  if  intellectual  insight  and  ma- 
terial wealth  are  to  be  productive 
and  assist  men  in  obtaining  and 
maintaining  the  good  life,  men 
must  remember  the  Lord,  their 
God,  and  place  their  trust  in  Him. 
rather  than  upon  the  arm  of  flesh. 
(See  2 Nephi  28:26-31  and  3 Ne- 
phi 11:35-41.)  The  admonition  al- 
ways is  to  stand  upon  the  rock, 


the  Gospel  of  Christ,  and  the  Sav- 
ior as  the  Redeemer  of  the 
world. 

WHAT  DOES  this  mean  for 
morality  in  our  day?  It  is  my 
contention  that  if  men  are  not 
convinced  of  the  divjnity  of  Jesus 
Christ  they  will  never  feel  bound 
to  follow  His  teachings  and  de- 
velop the  morality  which  comes 
by  accepting  His  authority.  Why 
do  I say  this?  It  seems  to  me  that 
morality  cannot  be  enforced  by 
external  control,  by  law  and  by 
social  structure.  Morality  is  from 
the  heart.  It  must  come  from 
within.  Morality  comes  when  men 
feel  a personal  commitment  and 
when  they  are  dedicated  to  the 
cause  of  righteousness.  The  Book 
of  Mormon  states  over  and  over 
that  personal  righteousness  comes 
from  understanding  Christ  and 
our  relationship  to  Him,  He  is  the 
perfect  revelation  of  our  Father 
in  Heaven.  He  is  “the  way,  the 
truth,  and  the  life.” 

As  men  come  to  understand  the 
Redeemer  of  the  world,  they  come 
to  understand  and  comprehend 
themselves  and  are  more  capable 
of  solving  their  problems  through 
love  and  kindness  and  insight.  In 
my  opinicui,  no  greater  tool  has 
been  given  by  God  to  man  for  the 
establishment  of  morality  than  the 
Book  of  Mormon,  which  bears 
special  witness  to  the  divine  mis- 
sion of  Jesus  as  the  Christ.  It  will 
persuade  men  to  seek  the  Holy 
Spirit,  to  overcome  the  natural 
man.  and  to  become  as  saints  by 
yielding  to  the  enticings  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.  Certain  moral  ab- 
solutes are  established  which  will 
replace  relative  values  as  we  at- 
tempt to  solve  difficult  problems. 

WE  WOULD  do  well  to  under- 
stand that  the  Gospel  of  Christ 
is  meant  for  all  people,  and  that 
peace,  morality,  and  righteous- 
ness come  through  the  atoning 
work  of  the  Prince  of  Peace  as 
recorded  in  3 Nephi  27:20-21: 

“Now  this  is  the  commandment:

Blessing? 

Repent,  all  ye  ends  of  the  earth, 
and  come  unto  me  and  be  bap- 
tized in  my  name,  that  ye  may 
be  sanctified  by  the  reception  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  that  ye  may  stand 
spotless  before  me  at  the  last 
day. 

“Verily,  verily,  I say  unto  you, 
this  is  my  gospel;  and  ye  know 
the  things  that  ye  must  do  in  my 
church;  for  the  works  which  ye 
have  seen  me  do  that  shall  ye 
also  do;  for  that  which  ye  have 
seen  me  do  even  that  shall  ye 
do  . . 

AS  WE  WORK  for  a solution  to 
the  problems  of  life,  let  us  re- 
member that  morality  according 
to  the  Book  of  Mormon  can  be 
maintained  in  the  scientific  age 
if  we  have  ears  to  hear  and  eyes 
to  see  and  if  we  are  willing  to 
hold  to  the  iron  rod.

A scientific  experiment  is  not 
abstract,  but  a phrase,  such  as  “a 
scientific  age,”  is  almost  hope- 
lessly so.

The  above  letter  was  read  in  the 
United  States  Senate  by  Sen.  Wal- 
lace F.  Bennett,  and  was  published 
in  the  Congressional  Record. 

AN  ADDITIONAL  clarifying  let- 
ter was  written  by  Miss  Middlemiss 
at  the  request  of  President  McKay 
late  in  1%5,  answering  inquiries  as 
to  whether  Elder  Ezra  Taft  Ben- 
son was  sent  to  Europe  because  of 
his  having  befriended  the  John 
Birch  Society. 

The  first  three  paragraphs  of  this 
letter  were  a repetition,  for  the 
most  part,  of  the  letter  written  in 
February  1963.  However,  the  final 
paragraph,  concerning  Elder  Ben- 
son, reads: 

"PRESIDENT  McKay  has  furth- 
er instructed  me  to  tell  you  that 
Elder  Ezra  Taft  Benson  was  not 
sent  to  Europe  for  the  reason  given 
in  your  letter.  Elder  Benson  was 
called  by  inspiration  to  preside 
over  the  European  Mission.  He  has 
the  love  and  respect  of  President 
McKay  and  other  General  Authori- 
ties; and,  furthermore,  was  sustain- 
ed and  upheld  by  them  and  the 
membership  of  the  Church  as  a 
member  of  the  Quorum  of  the 
Twelve  Apostles  at  the  recent  Gen- 
eral Conference  of  the  Church.” 

The  question  of  the  John  Birch 
Society  and  the  Church  arose  a- 
gain  in  March  of  this  year,  which 
resulted  in  the  following  official 
notice  in  the  Deseret  News  of  Wed- 
nesday .March  16,  1966: 

NOTICE  TO 
CHURCH  MEMBERS 

LETTERS  HAVE  been  received 
by  bishops  and  other  officials  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat- 
ter-day Saints  inviting  them  to  at- 
tend a dinner  in  honor  of  Robert 
Welch,  founder  of  the  John  Birch 
Society,  to  be  held  at  the  Hotel 
Utah. 

It  is  explained  in  the  letter  that 
since  many  people  will  be  in  Salt 
Lake  City  for  General  Conference 
it  will  be  convenient  for  them  to 
attend  the  dinner  at  that  time. 

IT  ALSO  IS  explained  that  Elder 
Ezra  Taft  Benson  will  introduce 
Mr.  Welch  as  the  prihcipal  speak- 
er of  the  evening. 

In  order  to  avoid  any  misunder- 
standing we  wish  to  notify  bishops, 
other  Church  officers,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  in  general,  that 
the  Church  is  not  invoived  in  this 
dinner  in  any  way,  and  further- 
more, that  the  Church  has  no  con- 
nection with  the  John  Birch  Socie- 
ty whatever.

The  latest  official  pronouncement 
on  the  subject  js  the  statement  con- 
cerning the  position  of  the  Church 
on  Communism,  made  by  President 
David  0.  McKay  at  the  Genial 
Priesthood  Session  of  the<'196th  An- 
nual Conference  of  the  Church, 
held  in  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle, 
Saturday,  April  9. 1966.  at  7:00  p.m. 
The  complete  statement  follows : 

IN  ORDER  that  there  may  be  no 
misunderstanding  by  Bishops,  Slake 
Presidents,  and  others  regarding 
members  of  the  Church  participat- 
ing in  non-Church  meetings  to 
study  and  become  informed  on  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States. 
Communism,  etc.,  I wish  to  makei 


the  following  statements  which  I 
have  been  sending  out  from  my 
office  for  some  time,  and  which 
have  come  under  questicm  by  some 
Stake  authorities,  Bishoprics,  and 
others. 

“Church  members  are  at  perfect 
liberty  to  act  according  to  their 
own  consciences  in  the  matter  of 
safeguarding  our  way  of  life.  They 
are,  of  course,  encouraged  to  h(Mior 
their  highest  standards  of  the  Gos- 
pel, and  to  work  to  preserve  their 
own  freedoms.  They  are  free  to 
participate  in  non-Church  meetings 
which  are  held  to  warn  people  of 
the  threat  of  Communism  or  any 
other  theory  or  principle  which  will 
deprive  us  of  our  free  agency  or 
individual  liberties  vouchsafed  by 
the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States. 

"THE  CHURCH,  out  of  respect 
for  the  rights  of  all  its  members  to 
have  their  political  views  and  loyal- 
ties, must  maintain  the  strictest 
possbie  neutrality.  We  have  no  in- 
tention of  trying  to  interfere  with 
the  fullest  and  freest  exercise  of  the 
political  franchise  of  our  members 
under  and  within  our  Constitution 
which  the  Lord  declared  “I  estab- 
Ished  ...  by  the  hands  of  wise 
men  whom  I raised  up  unto  this 
very  purpose,”  and  which,  as  to 
the  principles  thereof,  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith,  dedicating  the  Kirk- 
land Temple,  prayed  should  be 
“established  forever.”  The  Church 
does  not  yield  any  of  its  devotion 
to  or  convictions  about  safeguard- 
ing the  American  principles  and  the 
establishments  of  government  und- 
er Federal  and  State  Constitutions 
and  the  civil  rights  of  men  safe- 
guarded by  these. 

“The'  position  of  this  Church  on 
the  subject  of  Communism  has 
never  changed.  We  consider  it  the 
greatest  Satanical  threat  to  peace, 
prosperity,  and  the  spread  of  God’s 
work  among  men  that  exists  ou  the 
face  of  the  earth. 

"IN  THIS  connection,  we  are  con- 
tinually being  asked  to  give  our 
opinion  concerning  various  patriotic 
grou^  or  individuals  who  are  fight- 
ing Communism  and  speaking  up 
for  Freedom.  Our  immediate  con- 
cern, however,  is  not  with  parties, 
groups,  or  persons,  but  with  prin- 
ciples. We,  therefore,  commend 
and  encourage  every  person  and 
every  group  who  are  sincerely 
seeking  to  study  Constitutional 
principles  and  awaken  a sleeping 
and  apathetic  people  to  the  alarm- 
ing conditions  which  are  rapidly 
advancing  about  us.  We  wish  all  of 
our  citizens  throughout  the  land 
were  participating  in  some  type  of 
organized  self-education  in  order 
that  they  could  better  appreciate 
what  is  happening  and  know  what 
they  can  do  about  it. 

“Supporting  the  FBI,  the  Police, 
the  Congressional  Committees  in- 
vestigating Communism,  and  var- 
ious organizations  which  are  at- 
tempting to  awaken  the  people 
through  educational  means,  is  a 
policy  we  warmly  endorse  for  all 
our  people. 

"THE  ENTIRE  concept  and  phil- 
osophy of  Communism  is  diamet- 
rically opposed  to  everything  for 
which  the  Church  stands— belief  In 
Deity,  in  the  dignity  and  eternal 
nature  of  man,  and  the  application 
of  the  Gospel  to  efforts  for  peace
